Supermarket control is a Drug addiction congress promises to 
serious matter he informative 


In a recent statement issued by 
Minister of Economic Affairs, 
Michelle Hooyboer-Winklaar, 
she indicated that supermarket 
control is an integral part of the 
government’s management 
and that they intend on focus¬ 
ing more and more on this. 

With the cooperation of the 
police, controllers of the De¬ 
partment of Economic Affairs 
will take the necessary steps to 
issue sanctions where super¬ 
market owners fail to comply 
with the stipulated laws. 

On a regular basis the De¬ 
partment of Economic Affairs 
will send controllers to these 
businesses, particularly those 
businesses selling products 
protected by law...products 
specifically tied to a maximum 
price. At the same time they 
will utilize the Department of 
Pubic Health and the police to 
control prices and the quality of 
the business hygiene as well as 
the corresponding business 


During last Friday’s con¬ 
trol, the team of controllers en¬ 
countered various cases which 
fell short of the requirements 
and where certain drastic 
measures had to be taken. With 
this recent action, the govern¬ 
ment is sending a strong state¬ 
ment to business owners to pay 
attention to what they are sell¬ 
ing and in what conditions they 
are operating. Controllers en¬ 
countered several businesses 
selling products which had ex¬ 
pired more than one year ago! 

The Minister reported that 
this is the type of situation we 
want to avoid and that the go¬ 
vernment will continue these 
controls to insist that this not 
continue. These controls will 
continue in a more structured 
manner. According to the Min¬ 
ister, business owners are re¬ 
sponsible for what they sell, 
and the government will not 
permit the sale of inferior 
products to consumers, nor in 


The international congress on 
drug addiction begins this 
week, September 25 to 27 at 
the Westin Resort.

Entrance 
fee for the three days day-ses¬ 
sions is set at Afls.100, which 
will include lunch for each 
day, coffee and reception. 

The conference, reportedly, 
is for all organizations work¬ 
ing directly in the field of ad¬ 
diction. They want to make 
sure that these groups get as 
much information as possible 
so they can work more effec¬ 
tively in combating drug ad¬ 
diction. Following the 
conference, a report will be 
published and distributed re¬ 
lating to the problem of addic¬ 
tion with its focus specifically 
on our young people. 

Willem van der Zee of 
Palier Forensische & Inten¬ 


sive Zorg of Rotterdam, Hol¬ 
land, will be in attendance as 
one of the speakers. Congress¬ 
man der Zee has said 
that...’’for many years there 
has been an excellent relation¬ 
ship between the islands of the 
former Antilles and Aruba. 
From this good contact was 
born the idea for a combined 
congress on an international 
level. Since last year they 
began working on the concept 
and began making the prepa¬ 
rations for this year’s con¬ 
gress. 

Three important aspects 
will get center stage in this 
conference, namely, preven¬ 
tion, type of methods for com¬ 
bating addiction and addiction 
after care. 

There will also be an expo¬ 
sition from 22 artists who 
have prepared special presen¬ 
tations for the occasion. The 
congress begins at 8:00pm 
and at 9:30 they will begin an 
open bid “auction,” All funds 
collected will be donated to 
the Fundacion Maneho di Ad- 
diccion Aruba (FMAA) which 
will enable them to continue 
their excellent work with their 
projects and treatment of ad¬ 
diction.” 

The two evening sessions 
will be free to the public. Each 
evening they will focus on a 
different group. Drug addic¬ 


tion is a universal problem. 
The problem is also promi¬ 
nent in Holland. 

All parents, teachers, direc¬ 
tors of youth programs and 
young people are cordially in¬ 
vited to attend. At the end of 
the evening session they will 
present a module to each 
teacher that they can use in 
their school as a tool for learn¬ 
ing how to deal with the prob¬ 
lem of addiction. Young 
people wanting to attend must 
be at least 16 years of age, or 
older. 

Thursday evening will be 
especially reserved for busi¬ 
nessmen and employers. The 
evening will be directed com¬ 
pletely to business owners 
who have employees who are 
drug users. The focus on 
Thursday will be on the em¬ 
ployer who has an employee 
who needs to be helped. They 
will learn techniques and re¬ 
ceive valuable tools on how to 
deal with these employees. 

Paula Nahr, of Swich 
Foundation and leader of the 
congress, has indicated that 
the reactions to the conference 
is very positive. They have the 
notion that this will be a 
highly successful conference. 
Most of our citizens are eager 
to receive more information 
concerning the problem of ad¬ 
diction in our communities.

New Tourism Office for 
San Nicolas 


Last Saturday, September 19th, 
every Parliamentarian received 
an invitation via email for a 
short meeting to be held that 
same day. There were 3 points 
on the agenda. Save Alto Vista 
has a copy of that email on their 
face book page. The entire AVP 
fraction attended the meeting 
along with only opposition 
parliamentarian. Towards the 
end of the meeting they added 
one agenda point, namely, the 
Urirama project. 

In this meeting the AVP 
fraction decided to limit their 
discussion to the health aspect 
of the Urirama project and to 
solicit an opinion from a Dutch 
concern to evaluate this matter 
in a MER report. Thus, they 
cancelled the planned public 


debate on the issue 
scheduled for Sep¬ 
tember 24th. 

According to 
Save Alto Vista, 
this modus ope- 
randi of the AVP 
fraction is their 
way of turning 
their backs on the 
cardinal issues of 
preoccupation with 
this project. The 
Alto Vista group 
contends that the 
cardinal issue here 
is the protection and conserva¬ 
tion of the pilgrimage concept 
of Kapel Alto Vista and the 
serene surrounding nature of 
the area. There is absolutely no 
need for a first MER study to 
evaluate this...and much less a 
second study. Especially, any 
study done by Dutchmen who 
have no notion of our culture 
nor customs. 

To erect 10 industrial wind 
turbines in the serene nature 
area of Alto Vista Kapel is to 
destroy the essence of Aruba’s 
only spiritual pilgrimage site 
and Aruba’s only homage to the 
first historic church on the is¬ 
land (built in 1752). 

The site is a place of spiri¬ 
tual contemplation for believers 
and non-believers, all people of 


the island and for visitors. It is 
the ONLY place of spiritual 
contemplation in the serenity of 
nature and authentic Aruba. A 
government decree issued by 
this very government in 2009, 
declared the entire area a nature 
protected territory. (Land 
Besluit Ruimte Ordening 
2009). This is a highly valuable 
and significantly sacred area of 
unique pilgrimage value to all. 

The strategic political ma¬ 
neuver of the AVP fraction on 
September 19 is their way of 
bypassing a public debate in 
Parliament, and to allow one 
other additional advice from 
Holland on the health aspect, to 
take the place of a responsible 
and profound debate on all the 
issues bearing on this crucial 
matter. 

Save Alto Vista still expects 
the government to hold such a 
public debate where all the mat¬ 
ters of concern can be openly 
discussed including: cultural 
value, historic and touristic, en¬ 
vironment, together with a 
study of birds in the area, tech¬ 
nical aspects, financial feasibil¬ 
ity of the land and for the 
people. Also, Minister Sevinger 
must respond to the questions 
raised in a recent Parliament 
meeting presided by Paul 
Croes.

Abu Hamza extradition to US backed by Europe rights court 


LONDON (AFP) - Britain 
vowed yesterday to hand over 
radical Muslim preacher Abu 
Hamza to the United States on 
terrorism charges as soon as 
possible after the European 
Court of Human Rights re¬ 
jected his final appeal. 

The court upheld an April 
10 ruling against the hook¬ 
handed terror suspect and four 
others which had approved 
their extradition by London. 

The suspects had argued 
that they would face degrading 
treatment because they would 
be sent to the notorious ADX 


supermax prison in Florence, 
Colorado and would face pos¬ 
sible multiple life sentences. 

But the Grand Chamber of 
the court unanimously decided 
there would be "no violation" 
of the European Convention of 
Human Rights if they were 
sent to the United States. 

The British government 
welcomed the decision, which 
comes after a lengthy legal bat¬ 
tle that has dented the Conser¬ 
vative-led administration’s 
claims to be tough on national 
security. 

A British government 


source told AFP the extradition 
was "likely to be within weeks 
rather than days". 

Hamza lodged the appeal 
along with computer expert 
Babar Ahmad, who has been 
held in a British prison without 
trial for eight years after being 
accused of raising funds for 
terrorism. The others to lose 
their appeals were Syed Tahla 
Ahsan, Adel Abdul Bary and 
Khaled Al-Fawwaz. 

The court suspended judg¬ 
ment on a sixth man, Haroon 
Rashid Aswat, saying it re¬ 
quired further consultations on 


his schizophrenia. 

Abu Hamza, the former 
imam of the Finsbury Park 
mosque in north London, is 
wanted in the United States on 
charges including setting up an 
Al-Qaeda-style training camp 
for militants in the northwest¬ 
ern US state of Oregon. 

He is also accused of ha¬ 
ving sent money and recruits to 
assist Afghanistan’s hardline 
Taliban militia and Al-Qaeda, 
and of helping a gang of kid¬ 
nappers in Yemen who ab¬ 
ducted a 16-strong party of 
Western tourists in 1998. 


Hamza, who is in his mid- 
50s and has one eye and a 
hook for one hand, was jailed 
in Britain for seven years in 
2006 for inciting followers to 
murder non-believers. 

Aswat was indicted as 
Hamza's co-conspirator while 
Bary and Al-Fawwaz were in¬ 
dicted with late Al-Qaeda 
leader Osama bin Laden and 
20 others for their alleged in¬ 
volvement in, or support for, 
the bombing of US embassies 
in Nairobi and Dar es Salaam 
in 1998.

UN envoy says Assad 
clings to ’old' regime 


State Department slams CNN use 
of slain envoy's diary 


UNITED NATIONS (AFP) - 
UN-Arab League envoy 
Lakhdar Brahimi said yester¬ 
day he sees no quick end to the 
Syrian war where president 
Bashar al-Assad is clinging to 
the "old" regime. 

Brahimi gave the divided 
UN Security Council a grim 
picture of the worsening con¬ 
flict with a government using 
"medieval" torture on people 
in secret detention centers and 
ignoring all calls for change. 

Syria will be one of the 
dominant themes of the UN 
General Assembly which starts 
today with US President Ba¬ 
rack Obama expected to lead 
renewed international condem¬ 
nation of Assad. But despite 
Brahimi's warnings and the 
pleas of Western leaders, en¬ 
voys see little hope of piercing 
Russian and Chinese resist¬ 
ance to international pressure 
on the Syrian government. 

"There is no prospect for 
today or tomorrow to move 
forward," Brahimi told re¬ 
porters after briefing the 15- 
nation Security Council on his 
recent talks with Assad. 

Brahimi said he had told 
Assad and others in Syria that 
there had to be "change" but 
acknowledged that for the mo¬ 
ment there was a "stalemate" 
and he still has no full peace 
plan to offer. 


Inside the closed council 
meeting, he told UN envoys 
that "there is no safe place for 
those who are caught in vio¬ 
lence, which is now engulfing 
almost the entire country," ac¬ 
cording to a text of his speech 
obtained by AFP. 

"The sad truth is that a Syr¬ 
ian citizen, man, woman or 
teenager, does not need to do 
much these days to be picked 
up by one of the many security 
agencies," he said.

CNN said it felt the public 
had a right to know what it had 
learned from multiple sources 
about the fears of a terrorist 
threat before the attack on the 
consulate.

GUWAHATI (AFP) - Floods 
have forced nearly 1.5 million 
people to flee their homes in 
northeastern India where au¬ 
thorities have declared a health 
alert, officials said yesterday.

UNITED NATIONS (AFP) - 
Iran does not take the threat 
of an Israeli strike on its nu¬ 
clear infrastructure seriously 
and is unconcerned by West¬ 
ern economic sanctions, Pres¬ 
ident Mahmoud Ahmadi¬ 
nejad said yesterday. 

In New York ahead of an 
address to the United Nations 
General Assembly, Ah¬ 
madinejad struck a defiant 
stance yesterday before an 
audience of Iranian expatri¬ 
ates and then in an exchange 
with a group of senior US 
journalists. 

"A number of uncultured 
Zionists that threaten the Ira¬ 
nian nation today are never 
counted and are never paid 
any attention in the equations 
of the Iranian nation,” he told 
the expatriates, according to 
his own website. 

Reporters in his meeting 
with US media leaders con¬ 
firmed that he had said: 
’’While the Iranian people are 
ready to defend ourselves, I 
don’t believe the threats are of 
fundamental importance.” 

Ahmadinejad went on to 
make his oft repeated claim 
that Western sanctions 
against Iranian economic in¬ 
terests were hurting the Euro¬ 
pean economy more than his 
own, and denied allegations 
that Tehran aims to build a 
nuclear weapon. 

Western powers and Israel 
say that Iran’s uranium en¬ 
richment program is designed 
to produce fuel for an atomic 
bomb, and Israel has warned 
that it reserves the right to 
take pre-emptive military ac¬ 
tion. 

Washington has also said 
it would not tolerate Iran be¬ 
coming a nuclear-armed 
power, but along with its Eu¬ 
ropean allies, is still trying to 
use economic and diplomatic 
pressure to force Iran to halt 
its centrifuges. 
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French mountain town reels from Nepal avalanche 


CHAMONIX (AFP) - The 
French mountain town of Cha¬ 
monix was reeling yesterday 
from an avalanche in Nepal 
that left nine people dead and 
three climbers missing, many 
from this community in the 
Alps. 

Authorities in Paris said 
four of the dead and two of the 
missing were French citizens, 
among them guides well- 


known in the Chamonix com¬ 
munity and international win¬ 
ter sports circles. 

Perched at the base of the 
Mont Blanc massif, Chamonix 
is a major center for winter 
sports in France, especially for 
mountain climbing, and the 
town is no stranger to climbing 
tragedies. 

Earlier this year it mourned 
the death of nine foreign 


climbers — three Britons, three 
Germans, two Spaniards and a 
Swiss national — killed in an 
avalanche on Mont Maudit in 
the Mont Blanc massif. 

"There is never zero risk on 
the mountain, we know that, 
but we never get used to this 
kind of tragedy,” Houal said.

guide, a Spaniard, a German 
and an Italian. A Canadian was 
also among the missing. 

French authorities have not 
officially identified those killed 
and missing after the Nepal av¬ 
alanche, but most residents 
here were expecting bad news.

The use of performance-en¬ 
hancing drugs is now a public 
health matter rather than sim¬ 
ply a sporting problem, dele¬ 
gates said at a top anti-doping 
conference. "If we believe that 
around three percent of high 
school boys in the U.S. are tak¬ 
ing a steroid or growth hor¬ 
mone, then that’s a public 
health issue,” said Dr. Timothy 
Armstrong of the World Health 
Organization (WHO). ’’Sub¬ 
stance abuse in any shape or 
form has a physical and mental 
health aspect to it. The WHO, 
being the lead UN (United Na¬ 
tions) agency on health mat¬ 
ters, takes this issue quite 
seriously.” 

Armstrong was speaking at 
the conference organized by 
the Arne Ljungqvist Founda¬ 
tion, named after the Swedish 
anti-doping official, who is 
also chairman of the Interna¬ 
tional Olympic Committee 
(IOC) medical commission. 

Ljungqvist, who invited the 
likes of the WHO and World- 
Anti-Doping Agency to the 
meeting, shared Armstrong's 
opinion. "This is a first attempt 
to highlight this matter as a 
public health issue, which in 
my view it is,” he said at a 
press briefing. "Elite sport 


plays an obvious role. They are 
the role models of youngsters 
and if they are drug takers, it is 
not the right role model for the 
coming society. I am so happy 
today to see these international 
authorities coming together 
and sharing these concerns that 
are being expressed and I hope 
that we can find common ways 
to deal with them,” he added. 

WADA Director General 
David Howman told the brief¬ 
ing that what happens in elite 
sport has an effect on wider so¬ 
ciety and that the sharing of in¬ 
formation was crucial to 
tackling the problem of dop¬ 
ing. "What we have learned in 
the last 10 years is that there is 
a trickle-down effect into 
recreational sports and the high 
schools,” said Howman, 
adding that health and law en¬ 
forcement authorities had their 
part to play. 

"In Australia now, the cus¬ 
toms people share their infor¬ 
mation with the Australian 
Sports Anti-Doping Agency 
(ASADA), and already 40 per¬ 
cent of their anti-doping rule 
violations come from that sort 
of information.That's a very 
good example of how it can 
work when people work to¬ 
gether.” 


Howman said a similar ef¬ 
fort prior to July and Augusts' 
London Olympics had led to 
"several cases” of doping being 
discovered."The UK Anti- 
Doping Agency had a similar 
arrangement with customs and 
police and they were able to 
give information to the IOC. 
The anti-doping program that 
was run during the Games was 
based on that intelligence. My 
understanding is that it led to 
several cases that were discov¬ 
ered in the out-of-competition 
phase.” 

Dr. Armstrong agreed that 
such co-operation was essen¬ 
tial for dealing with doping, 
adding that more data was 
needed to assess the scale of 
the problem. "Each of our or¬ 
ganizations has a piece of the 
pie and can only work in the 
areas where we have a man¬ 
date to work. But we can join 
with our sister agencies such as 
UNESCO and other potential 
partners such as WADA and 
the IOC. We all require better 
data to inform prevalence - 
how many people are taking 
what substances and the ad¬ 
verse social and health effects 
as a consequence of that.” 

New SARS-like 
mystery illness 
emerges in 
Mideast 

LONDON (AFP) - The 
World Health Organisation 
issued a global alert on Mon¬ 
day for a new SARS-like res¬ 
piratory virus which left a 
man from Qatar critically ill 
in a London hospital and 
killed at least one more in 
Saudi Arabia. 

The 49-year-old Qatari 
was admitted to an intensive 
care unit in Doha on Septem¬ 
ber 7 suffering from acute 
respiratory infection and kid¬ 
ney failure before being 
transferred to Britain by air 
ambulance on, the WHO 
said. 

The WHO confirmed the 
illness was in the coronavirus 
family but was not SARS, or 
Severe Acute Respiratory 
Syndrome, which swept out 
of China in 2003, killing 
more than 800 people world¬ 
wide. 

Coronaviruses are causes 
of the common cold but can 
also include more severe ill¬ 
nesses including SARS.

French trial opens on 
cancer radiation scandal 



PARIS (AFP) - Two doctors 
and a radiophysicist went on 
trial Monday on manslaughter 
charges arising from radiation 
overdoses given to nearly 450 
cancer patients in a French 
hospital. 

At least seven people died as 
a result of overdoses adminis¬ 
tered to patients at the Jean 
Monnet hospital in Epinal in 
northeastern France between 
2001 and 2006. 

At least 24 people treated 
between May 2004 and August 
2005 received 20 percent more 
radiation than they should have 
had due to a calibration error. 


Another dysfunction led to 
424 people being overdosed 
by between eight and 10 per¬ 
cent in the period spanning 
2001 and 2006. Many of the 
victims were being treated for 
prostate cancer. 

Scores of victims are due to 
testify from Monday until 
October 31, some of them by 
video-link because they are 
too ill to attend court. 

"We want the guilty to be 
punished, I don't want my 
three sons to suffer the same 
fate,” said plaintiff Michel 
Houot, speaking shortly before 
the trial began. 

The two doctors, Jean-Fran- 
cois Sztermer, 64, Michel 
Aubertel, 62, and radiophysi¬ 
cist Joshua Anah, 54, are ac¬ 
cused of involuntary homicide, 
not helping people in danger 
and destroying evidence. 

Three health executives are 
also in the dock on charges of 
failing to help people in dan¬ 
ger.

New proof testosterone 
reason women outlive 
men: study 



WASHINGTON (AFP) - Sci¬ 
entists said Monday they 
have new evidence about 
why women live longer than 
men, from a study of histori¬ 
cal data showing castrated 
Koreans far outlived their 
non-eunuch contemporaries. 

The study, published in the 
scientific journal ’’Current 
Biology,” used detailed ge¬ 
nealogical records of the Im¬ 
perial nobility during Korea’s 
Joseon dynasty, which 
spanned more than 500 years 
from the late 1300s to the 
early 1900s. 

According to the data, 
most men, including kings 
and royal family members, 
died in their late-40s or early- 
50s. 

But noble-class eunuchs — 
men who were castrated ei¬ 
ther by accident or because of 
social benefits — lived, on av¬ 
erage, to the ripe, old age of 
70. 

Study author Kyung-Jin 
Min of South Korea’s Inha 
University, told AFP the rea¬ 
son is probably that manly 
hormone, testosterone: 

’’Testosterone is known to 
increase the incidence of 
coronary heart disease and re¬ 
duce immune function in 
males,” he said. 

Castration ’’removes the 
source of male sex hor¬ 
mones,” the study notes, 
adding the practice has al¬ 
ready been proven to help 
many male animals live 
onger. 



Castration also cuts off the 
possibility of reproduction, 
which Kyung-Jin noted 
could also be a factor. 

According to ’’one of the 
leading theories of aging, 
aging occurs at the expense 
of reproduction,” he said, be¬ 
cause the body has limited 
energy that can be used either 
to keep up reproductive func¬ 
tion, or else to keep up every¬ 
thing else. 

But although the eunuchs 
could not father children bi¬ 
ologically, they married, 
adopted and raised children, 
and generally lived lives very 
similar to their non-castrated 
peers. 

”In order to eliminate so¬ 
cioeconomic factors that 
could have affected lifespan, 
the lifespan of the eunuchs 
was compared to the lifespan 
of men from other Yan-ban 
(noble class) families with a 
similar socioeconomic sta¬ 
tus,” Kyung-Jin said. 

And ”to exclude genetic 
factors that could have af¬ 
fected the lifespan, we com¬ 
pared the lifespan of eunuchs 
with multiple Yan-ban fami¬ 
lies.” 

Modern men looking to 
extend their lifespan could 
consider ’’testosterone reduc¬ 
tion therapy,” but Kyung-Jin 
said it's probably premature. 

For one thing, it is not 
clear if it would have an ef¬ 
fect if the therapy were 
started at an older age — the 
eunuchs were all castrated as 
children. 

And for another, the ther¬ 
apy could have side effects 
that some men may feel 
make that longer life less 
worth living. 

”We may need to consider 
the side effects of it,” Kyung- 
Jin said, "mainly, reduction 
of sex drive in males.”

Lagarde: 
IMF likely 
to cut global 
growth 
estimates 

WASHINGTON (AFP) - The 
International Monetary Fund is 
likely to lower its growth esti¬ 
mates for the global economy 
when they are published next 
month, IMF chief Christine La- 
garde said yesterday. 

"We continue to project a 
gradual recovery, but global 
growth will likely be a bit 
weaker than we had anticipated 
even in July," Lagarde said in a 
speech, according to the pre¬ 
pared text. 

The IMF is slated to release 
its latest global growth forecasts 
on October 9 at an annual meet¬ 
ing with the World Bank in 
Tokyo, Japan. In July the Wash¬ 
ington-based global lender pro¬ 
jected global growth of 3.5 
percent in 2012 and 3.9 percent 
in 2013. 

"Our forecast has trended 
downward over the last 12 
months," Lagarde said, under¬ 
scoring that the global economy 
"is still fraught with uncer¬ 
tainty" after the global reces¬ 
sion. 

The IMF managing director 
issued a clear call for action to 
fight the weakening global 
economy. 

"My main message today," 
she told a Washington think- 
tank, is "the urgent need to im¬ 
plement the policy actions 
required to secure the global re¬ 
covery." 

Lagarde said that "Europe 
obviously remains the epicenter 
of the crisis and where the most 
urgent action is needed." She 
pointed to an urgent need for a 
eurozone banking union.

NEW YORK (AFP) - Face- 
book shares plunged nearly 
11 percent yesterday after an 
influential markets publica¬ 
tion said the stock is only 
worth $15. 

The shares dropped as low

trade. 

The fall came after Bar¬ 
ron's, the markets-focused 
newspaper and website, pub¬ 
lished a story saying the 
world's largest online social 
networking company was still 
sharply overvalued despite 
trading at just over half of its 
initial price.

Hillary Clinton calls for 
higher taxes on global elite 


NEW YORK (AFP) - US Sec¬ 
retary of State Hillary Clinton 
entered the 2012 US presiden¬ 
tial campaign fray for the first 
time yesterday, highlighting a 
burning issue at the center of 
debate — taxing the wealthy. 

"One of the issues that I 
have been preaching about 
around the world is collecting 
taxes in an equitable manner, 
especially from the elites in 
every country," Clinton told a 
glittering New York confer¬ 
ence. 

Winning some laughter at 
the forum on the sidelines of 
the UN General Assembly, she 
insisted: "You know I'm out of 
American politics, but it is a 
fact that around the world the 
elites of every country are 
making money." 

Democratic US President 
Barack Obama, fighting for re- 
election in November, and his 
bitter rival, Republican Mitt 
Romney, have laid out starkly 
different visions for how to 
boost the struggling US eco¬ 
nomy. 

Multi-millionaire former 
businessman Romney has pro¬ 
posed cutting income tax rates 
by 20 percent across the board, 
eliminating tax on investment 
income, and slashing the cor¬ 
porate tax rate. 

Obama has said Romney's 
$5 trillion tax plan would 
mostly benefit the wealthy and 
force the US government to 
boost taxes on families with 
children by $2,000 (1,550 
euros) per year. 

Instead, Obama favors 


higher taxes for the nation's 
wealthiest. 

Talking in general terms at 
the Clinton Global Initiative, 
Clinton insisted: "There are 
rich people everywhere and 
yet they do not contribute to 
the growth of their own coun¬ 
tries. 

"They don't invest in public 
schools, in public hospitals, in 
other kinds of development in¬ 
ternally," she told the aid foun¬ 
dation set up by her husband, 
former Democratic president 
Bill Clinton. 

But as countries seek to 
stop being aid recipients, Clin¬ 
ton said taxes were vital to 
"mobilize their own domestic 
resources for long-term devel¬ 
opment. And so it means for 
leaders telling powerful people 
things they don't want to hear." 

"It means being transparent 
about budgets and revenues, 
and bringing corruption to 
light and when that happens, 
we shouldn't punish countries 
for uncovering corruption; we 
should reward them for doing 
so. And it means putting into 
place regulations designed to 
attract and protect investment." 

Clinton, who was defeated 
by Obama in 2008 to be the 
Democratic presidential candi¬ 
date, has so far ruled out a run 
in 2016. 

On Sunday, Bill Clinton left 
the matter open, saying: "I 
have no earthly idea what she 
will decide to do. I think we 
ought to give her a chance to 
organize her life and decide 
what she wants to do."

MADRID (AFP) - Real 
Madrid kept Barcelona in their 
sights as an early goal from 
Karim Benzema put them on 
their way to a 2-0 win over 
Rayo Vallecano - but they re¬ 
main eight points behind the 
Catalan side, who are yet to 
drop a point this season.

of 18 majors won by Jack 
Nicklaus but without a major 
title since 2008, looked for¬ 
ward to a rest day on Monday 
before beginning Ryder Cup 
practice sessions at Medinah. 

"It will be nice to shut it 
down and gear up again be¬ 
cause we've got a long, long 
week ahead of us," Woods 
said. "We're all going to need 
our energy and get our rest 
when we can" 

Woods, who has seen 18 
majors come and go since he 
last won one, is happy to be 
healthier and more competi¬ 
tive and consistent than he 
was a year ago. 

"Considering where I was 
at last year, it's nice to be 
where I'm at now," he said. "I 
was obviously struggling 
with my health last year and 
this year I was able to turn it 
around and I played some 
pretty good golf this year." 


Woods won at the Arnold 
Palmer Invitational, the Me¬ 
morial and the PGA National 
in 2012 and contended at ma¬ 
jors, showing flashes of the 
form that made him a legend 
but not often enough to cap¬ 
ture a major crown. 

Mcllroy won his second 
career major title, adding last 
month's PGA Championship 
to his breakthrough triumph 
at the 2011 US Open, and 


nearly added the playoff 
crown to his haul. 

"You've got to treat it like 
a four or five-week tourna¬ 
ment," Mcllroy said. "It adds 
excitement to the end of the 
year. Obviously, you've got 
the Ryder Cup next week, so 
that's going to be exciting 
too, but it definitely gives 
people something to watch 
and something to hang on to 
after the majors are finished. 


"I'm not going to com¬ 
plain. It's been a great year, 
and I'm very happy with how 
I'm playing still. 

"I'm looking forward to 
meeting up with all the guys. 
Just to get back into that team 
atmosphere and team spirit.

Halsey received the insult¬ 
ing messages, which made 
mention of his suffering from 
throat cancer, after overseeing 
United's 2-1 win at Anfield 
where he sent off Liverpool's 
Jonjo Shelvey. 

Two tweets were sent out 
by unhappy Liverpool fans 
following the game, both of 
which were met with outrage 
from other Twitter users.

NFL: Smith stars after tragedy to spark Ravens over 
Patriots 



WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
Hours after his younger 
brother's death in a motorcycle 
accident, Torrey Smith caught 
six passes for 127 yards and 
two touchdowns Sunday to 
spark Baltimore over New 
England 31-30 in an NFL 
showdown. 

The Ravens receiver wiped 
away tears moments before 
the game began after a mo¬ 
ment of silence for his brother, 
Tevin Jones, who died in an 
early morning crash and for 
whom Smith dedicated his ef¬ 
fort. 

"It means a lot to me. It 
means a lot to my family as 
well," Smith said. "That was 
for my little brother. 

"I almost didn't play. I 
thank everybody for all the 


support, my teammates and 
friends. My high school coach 
is taking care of my mom. 
Everyone is showing a lot of 
love." 

Smith caught a 5-yard 
touchdown pass from Joe 
Flacco to pull Baltimore 
within 30-28 with 4:01 to play. 
He had caught a 25-yard 
touchdown pass from Flacco 
in the second quarter for the 
Ravens' first points. 

"It's unbelievable," Flacco 
said. "I can't imagine what he's 
going through. For him to 
show up and play is one thing. 
Then to play the way he did, 
and our guys to rally around 
him, was really unbelievable." 

After a New England punt, 
a pass interference penalty on 
the Patriots set up Justin 


Tucker's game-win¬ 
ning 27-yard field goal 
on the final play, giv¬ 
ing the Ravens their 
first regular-season 
victory over New Eng¬ 
land in seven tries. 

Atlanta, Arizona 
and Houston emerged 
as the NFL's only un¬ 
defeated teams after 
three weeks, two clubs 
doing so after knock¬ 
ing off other unbeaten 
squads, but the day's 
most emotional game 
was at Baltimore. 

The Patriots and 
Ravens met for the 
first time since last 
season's playoff semi¬ 
final showdown last 
January, which New England 
won 23-20 to reach the Super 
Bowl after Baltimore missed a 
field goal in the final seconds. 

This time, Baltimore got 
the field goal on coach John 
Harbaugh's 50th birthday and 
dropped the Patriots to 1-2 for 
the first time since 2001 and 
below .500 at any point in the 
season for the first time in nine 
years. 

Ray Rice's 7-yard touch¬ 
down run 3:24 into the third 
quarter gave the Ravens a 21- 
20 lead, but New England an¬ 
swered on Danny Woodhead's 
3-yard touchdown run and a 
20-yard Stephen Gostkowski 
field goal, setting up Smith's 
late heroics. 


"For that guy to even be 
out here and having the game 
he had, it was amazing," Rice 
said. 

Arizona's Kevin Kolb made 
Philadelphia pay for trading 
him to the Cardinals last year, 
completing 17-of-24 passes 
for 222 yards and two touch¬ 
downs in a 27-6 home rout of 
the previously unbeaten Ea¬ 
gles. 

"They played better than 
we did," Eagles coach Andy 
Reid said. "That's my respon¬ 
sibility. I didn't have my foot¬ 
ball team ready to play. They 
did." 

The Cardinals have not 
started 3-0 since 1974 when 
they were still based in St. 
Louis. The team moved to Ari¬ 
zona before the 1988 season. 

Atlanta's Matt Ryan com¬ 
pleted 30-of-40 passes for 275 
yards and three touchdowns to 
power the Falcons over previ¬ 
ously unbeaten host San Diego 
27-3. 

Michael Turner ran for 80 
yards and a touchdown for At¬ 
lanta, 3-0 for the first time 
since 2004. 

Houston's Matt Schaub 
completed 17-of-30 passes for 
290 yards and four touch¬ 
downs to give Texas a 31-25 
victory at Denver, pushing the 
Texans to 3-0 for the first time 
since the club first took the 
field in 2002. 

Peyton Manning completed 
half of his 52 passes, his 26 


misfires the most in his NFL 
career, for 330 yards and two 
fourth-quarter touchdowns in 
a losing cause. 

San Francisco missed a 
chance to start 3-0 for the first 
time since 1998 with a 24-13 
loss at Minnesota, with Chris¬ 
tian Ponder throwing two 
touchdown passes to Kyle 
Rudolph and running for an¬ 
other touchdown for the host 
Vikings. 

Ryan Succop kicked the 
last of his six field goals 8:33 
into over-time to give Kansas 
City a 27-24 victory at New 
Orleans. The Chiefs scored the 
game's last 21 points to leave 
the Saints and Cleveland the 
NFL's only winless teams. 

New Orleans quarterback 
Drew Brees completed a 
touchdown pass in his 46th 
consecutive game, one shy of 
the NFL record held by 
Johnny Unitas. 

Tennessee edged Detroit 
44-41 on a 26-yard over-time 
field goal by Rob Bironas 
while Nick Folk's over-time 
kick gave the New York Jets a 
23-20 victory over Miami. 

In other games Sunday, 
Cincinnati beat Washington 
38-31, Oakland edged Pitts¬ 
burgh 34-31, Jacksonville 
downed Indianapolis 22-17, 
Dallas defeated Tampa Bay 
16-10, Chicago routed St. 
Louis 23-6 and Buffalo beat 
Cleveland 24-14.
